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THE DEEPER STUDY. 



There sro always some who chîim that llic placo of study 
on the college campus has been usurped by sporl. extra-curricu- 
lar acti^^^ics and .*oci.^l cnpaffGrnents. That, this is true to a 
certain extent in a nujnbcr of individual oases no intcUipent 
o"bserver of the undergraduate M-ould deny, but that it can be 
made into a general rule we do not agree. For a glance around 
McGill .«^hows i hat on the one hand the library is full of seekers 
After knowledge, A\-hi]e on the other we liavc at least some social 
acti\-itics falling by the way.^ide for lack of support. In the. 
last analy.si.s. i: ■wor.ld seem îh.<ît the importance of study is re- 
fogniscd by the vast majority of students, while .there arc al- 
Avays à-fcw wHo-como to college with ot.her ambitions in mind. 
We doubt whether any of those few remain in college long 
enough to complete their course. 

"•■ In discussing the problem of study in all its aspects, most 
people will recognLse that the courses offered at the university 
cover only a limiu-d field. .-Ml variciies of technical subjects 
can be studicrd. together with the classics and the languages. 
But ■trhere can. in the very nature of things, be no place left for 
that deeper study ^vhkh we may call "The Study of Life". There 
are problem-- in this study of the most diverse character: and 
it has beer, found by many they can most satisfactorily be 
thought out in the company of others who are also seeking a 
solution. 

^i^Tien it iis taken into consideration thai most students, in 
the course of casual conver.^.ation. will admit that they would 
like to discuss such problems as do not come \vithin the range 
•of their curriculum, it is surpri.sing how few of them take ad- 
..vantage of ibe opp.:.rLunitie5 :h£t are offered for such discus- 
sion. In boih tlie men's and women's units of the Student Chris- 
tian Association there are groups engaged in study which is 
carried on iii aii iionest attempt to help students to find what 
.. ideals are going to govern their lives. During next week several 
/ new groups of a similar nature will be started with the idea of 
.carrj-ing or, for the two months of February and 3Iarch. The 
" fact that these group,'^ are going to be organised under compe- 
lent leadership should i)ro\ c- oï inierest lo all who are willing 
to employ a portion of their time in seeking for something of 
Jasting value. 

The cjueKiioi-i w hich i.^ often asked by those who are doubt- 
ful i-egardiiit' the ^■alue of such groups is, "What can I get out 
of it?" and the an-^wer in \hh eat-'^. as in many othfîr 
I'ar afield : \vr "You *nil get out ol it just an much as 
wMiinr to nut in."
